Ballet Mecanique packs the house

Ch er 1,000 people watched 
as 16 player pianos, eight per¬ 
cussionists, two pianists, a com¬ 
puter and a seven-speaker sound 
system performed Ballet 
Mecanique, a piece of music 
never heard as its composer 
originally arranged it. The con¬ 
cert held last Thursday, Nov. 18 
in Durgin Hall, part of the stu¬ 
dent/faculty ensemble series, 
was sold out with a waiting list 
of 200 people who wanted to 
attend. 

Audience members traveled 
from throughout the northeast 
and Canada to hear the world 
premiere. “I went to see a ver¬ 
sion of this piece in London and 
wouldn't have missed this for 
the world," said one audience 
member woo 

Montreal Sponsors of the con- 
cert from New York and Los 
.Angeles came to see the result 
of year and a half of work. 

“I had no expectation it would 
get so big,” said Paul Lehrman 
who produced the concert. 
Lehrman is a composer and has 
been an adjunct faculty member 
at UMass Lowell in the Sound 
Recording Technology Program 
for 11 years. Lehrman is also a 
journalist and author who is con¬ 
sidered an expert in MIDI 
(Musical Instrumental Digital 
Interface), a protocol for com-

puters, synthesizers and other 
electronic instruments used 
extensively in the music indus¬ 
try. 

George Antheil began com¬ 
posing Ballet Mecanique while 
m Paris in euu> . ihe 

piece wasongmaJn^ntenae^o 
be played on player pianos using 
piano rolls that represented data 
as a series of holes on a very 
long piece of paper. The prob¬ 
lem in performing his piece 
when he composed it was trying 
to keep the sixteen pianos syn¬ 
chronized, a problem that can be 
overcome using MIDI. 

“That is why I think the piece 
was so appropriate to be pre- 
miereed at UMass Lowell,” said 
Katie Hennessy, Arts and 
Entertainment Editor for the 
Connector. “The university is a 


technologically oriented school, 
and the sound recording pro¬ 
gram is one of the top programs 
of its kind in the country. “ 
Lehrman concurred with this 
view in his comments presented 
<u the conceit. The available 


body of technically proficient 
students and faculty, the quality 
of the musical performers on 
campus, and the availability of 
Concert Hall on South Campus 
were all necessary for the suc¬ 
cess of the evening. Hennessy’s 
review is on page 6.

GSA changes PDA process

In the wake of strong student 
support, the once vetoed 
Recreation Center proposal for 
UMass Lowell has now been 
accepted by Governor Paul 
Cellucci and is going to be 
built. 

“The main reason this propos¬ 
al was accepted was mainly 
because of the students and the 
student leaders of this school. 
Student Trustee Brad Duquette, 
President of the Senior Class 
Brandon Holly and Ben Powell 
President of the Student 
Government Association, all 
came to me and asked what the 


students can do to improve the 
situation,” said Renae Claffey 
of UMass Lowell Public 
Relations. “They also helped 
with the “Save the Rec Center 
Rally” we had in August.” 

“To get the center, what need¬ 
ed to happen was the students to 
petition the 50 local State legis¬ 
lature to amend the existing 
laws to allow for the approval 
by the governor,” Said Claffey. 
Brad Duquette, Brandon Holly 
and Ben Powell all led the 
campaign at the State legislature 
in Boston. With strong support 
from Speaker of the House 
Thomas Finneran, Senator 
Panagiotakos, Senator Fargo, 
and representatives Tom 
Golden, Kevin Murphy, David 
Mengal, Colleen Garry, Bill 
Green, and Harriet Stanly, the 
proposal to amend the existing 
law to allow the university to

The Qraduate Student 
Association (GSA) changed the 
application form and process for 
Professional Development 
Awards (PDAs) at its third 
monthly meeting last Friday. 
Other business conducted at the 
meeting included a discussion 
of possible ways to spend 
almost $40,000 in general 
funds, guidelines for expending 
club funds, and a debate on the 
appropriateness of the GSA 
writing a letter of support for 
the Graduate Employee 
Organization (GEO). About 30 
graduate students as well as 


advisor Dr. Hojnacki attended 
the meeting. 

The PDA subcommittee rec¬ 
ommended a new application 
packet and guidelines for the 
approval of professional devel¬ 
opment request. The GSA 
awards up to $500 per semester 
to any graduate student to 
attend professional development 
activities such as conferences. 
The GSA settled a longstanding 
disagreement between PDA 
some committee members and 
the Physical Therapy (PT) Club. 
The PT club maintained that 
their required out-of-state prac- 
tica should be considered as 
professional development. A 
compromise was struck and 
accepted where round trip travel 
expenses for such practica will 
considered for reimbursement. 

The GSA also discussed pos¬ 
sible uses for spending their

Students need not worry 
about discovering a helicopter 
sitting on 70 spots in the 
Riverview Lot on South 
Campus during prime parking 
hours anymore. 

According to Sergeant 
Dupont, the police academy will 
not obstruct the lot because 
their 22 week training ended on 
Friday Nov. 19, with their grad¬ 
uation. There is generally only 
one academy per year, so 
Riverview will be free from 
police barricades for the rest of 
this semester and next semester 
as well. 

Sergeant Dupont said, “That 
lot is typically used for 


Emergency Med-Flights. Last 
week it could have been used 
for medical training.” 

According to Dupont, the 
pilots of these flights teach the 
academy about the location of 
power lines in the area, how 
much room is necessary for 
landing, and proper usage of 
Med-Flight equipment. 
Whenever there is a serious 
injury in the area, the victim is 
transported via ambulance to 
the Riverview lot. Within 
twelve minutes of being noti¬ 
fied, a Med-Flight helicopter 
arrives to escort the victim to a 
hospital in either Boston or 
Worcester. This is an essential 
part of training, and luckily for 
students, it’s all over.

Sexual assaults paralyze UMass Amherst

Within the month of 
November, two women were 
allegedly raped and four women 
were allegedly attacked at the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst. 

According to the, The 
Amherst Student, the first 
alleged rape occurred during the 
day, near the College Center 
where a female student was 
pulled into the bushes. 

President of the Student 
Government Association, Jeff 


Howe, said the rape was not 
taken seriously and that the 
administration did not adhere to 
earlier demands from SGA 
which included trimming the 
bushes. 

“We need to put pressure on 
the people who are running this 
university,” said Howe. 

The alleged attacks provoked 
a rally last Thursday. Over 500 
students from the five campuses 
assembled near the campus 
pond to protest and share sto¬ 
ries. 

The Amherst Student reported 
that UMass Amherst Chancellor 
Scott admitted that the campus 


had not “done enough” to pre¬ 
vent the incidents, however, 
many improvements were made 
afterwards including lighting 
and increased security patrols. 

“Maybe we believe that if a 
woman screams, people will 
come and help,” said Councilor 
Advocate, Jessamyn Smyth, 
who arranged the rally, “some 
of us create bubbles around our¬ 
selves.” 

The Lowell Sun reported 
Friday, that Amherst officials 
had ordered 10,000 hand held 
alarm systems for any student 
who wanted one.

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Serious questions—serious answers

“We must declare ourselves, 
become known; allow the world 
to discover this subterranean life 
of ours which connects kings 
and farm boys, artists and 
clerks. Let them see that the 
important thing is not the object 
of love but the emotion itself.” -

This week, the members of 
Spectrum decided to answer 
some of the more frequently 
asked, important (and sometimes 
stupid) questions about the 
homosexual lifestyle and its 
sociological and psychological 
impact on the individual. 

What exactly IS a homosex¬ 
ual? 

A homosexual person is a man 
or a woman whose feelings of 
sexual attraction are for some 
one of the same sex. I.e. men 
who like men, women who like 
women, it’s all very simple real¬ 
ty* 

How do you know if you’re 
a homosexual? 

The key to knowing whether 
you are homosexual (or hetero¬ 
sexual for that matter) is simply 
to pay close attention to your 
feelings of attraction. The real 
obstacle for manv homosexual 


(that is gay, lesbian, or bisexual) 
youths is being honest to them¬ 
selves about what they are feel¬ 
ing towards another person 
because society is, most often, 
so unaccepting of them. 

How do you become a 
homosexual? Are you born 
gay or is it a choice? 

No one becomes a homosexu¬ 
al anymore than a man or a 
woman becomes a heterosexual. 
Feelings of attraction for one 
sex or the other are something 
we become aware of as we grow 
up. Where exactly these feel¬ 
ings come from, and why some 
of us have strong heterosexual 
while others have strong homo¬ 
sexual feelings, remains a mys¬ 
tery. For gay and lesbian people, 
the only real choice is between 
suppressing these feelings of 
same sex attraction (and pre¬ 
tending to be asexual or hetero¬ 
sexual) and living the full emo¬ 
tional and physical life of a gay 
man or lesbian. 

Are gay people “normal”? 

If normal means “in the 
majority” then gay and lesbian 
people aren’t “normal”. 

However, if we accept this 
point, then we also have to say 
that left handed people are not 
“normal”, yet today this physical 
variation as completely “nor¬ 
mal”. Like left-handedness, 
being gay DOESN’T diminish 
anyone’s humanity', his or her 


“normal” wish to love or be 
loved. Gay and lesbian people 
who are comfortable with their 
sexuality will tell you that their 
experience of being with some¬ 
one of the same sex feels per¬ 
fectly natural, whereas being 
with someone of the opposite 
sex feels unnatural. 

What do I do if a gay person 
makes a pass at me? (a ques¬ 
tion MANY heterosexuals are 
concerned with/paranoid 
about...) 

Very simple: if you’re not 
interested....just say so!!! Wow, 
that was hard. It doesn’t matter 
if you’re gay or straight, if 
you’re not interested, you’re 
NOT interested. Oh, and here’s 
the clincher: if you are interest¬ 
ed. . .refer to questions #2. 

What does “coming out of 
the closet” mean? Why do 
people stay in the closet? 

What is it like to “come out”? 
Do gay people lose straight 
friends when they come out of 
the closet? 

First, you need to know what 
the “closet” is. The “closet” is 
simply a metaphor used to 
describe a place gay and lesbian 
people keep their sexual orienta¬ 
tion hidden. Basically, “coming 
out” means being honest with 
those around you (family, 
friends, colleagues, etc.) about 
your sexual orientation, about 
WHO you are, not WHAT you 


are. Gay and lesbian people 
stay in the closet primarily for 
three reasons: necessity, fear, 
and because they simply prefer 
not to discuss this part of their 
lives with anyone. Staying in 
the closet is hard work: you 
have to live two different lives, 
you have to monitor what you 
say, be careful what you do 
(hey! It’s like a being an under¬ 
cover cop!). Often real friends 
can handle being told a friend is 
gay, but sometimes, they can’t. 
Just like a lot of people, they 
have to move beyond stereo¬ 
types to be able to accept their 
friend’s sexuality. Again, they 
have to see their friends for 
WHO they are, not WHAT they 
are. 

If you suspect a friend of 
yours if gay, what should you 
say? 

You could be very direct and 
to just ask politely, avoiding hurt 
feelings and judging how good a 
friendship is, have you known 
them long enough to feel com¬ 
fortable asking? 

If you’re not comfortable ask¬ 
ing, you could put your thoughts 
on paper, email, etc. Remember, 
try not to be insulting because 
you could be wrong, stereotypes 
do NOT reflect the truth. 

How are gay people discrim¬ 
inated against? 

Gay and lesbian people are 
discriminated against in many 


different ways. People have 
been fired from jobs, evicted 
from homes, denied custody of 
children, and even discharged 
from the military. In nearly half 
the states, you can be arrested 
for having a same-sex relation¬ 
ship. Some universities don’t 
recognize gay student 
groups(but NOT this one, yay 
Spectrum!!!) Gay and lesbian 
couples are also not legally 
allowed to marry. 

And last, but not least, if 
you’re wondering what gay and 
lesbian people talk about when 
they get together, come join 
Spectrum and you’ll find that 
our conversations are the same 
as everybody else’s. Just 
because some of us are gay and 
lesbian, that doesn’t mean that’s 
the only thing we talk about. 
Spectrum is a warm, inviting 
group where confidentiality is 
very important. We make sure 
that everything we talk about 
stays within the group. 

Everyday, Spectrum strives to 
fight ignorance on campus and 
to educate the student body on 
GLBT issues. Come join us, 
every Tuesday at 4:30pm in 
McGauvran Room 410. 
Everybody is welcome, closeted, 
out, or straight. 


Meningitis

Reports of Meningitis have 
been circulating around college 
campuses all over the country. 
There have been reported cases 
in Michigan and Connecticut 
and more recently, two cases in 
the past five weeks at UMass 
Amherst. Although there have 
been no reported cases on this 
campus, students should be 
aware of the problem and take 
the necessary precautions. The 
reason for this, according to 
Nancy Quattrocchi, Director of 
Health Services, is that 
Meningitis can pop up any¬ 
where at anytime. 

Meningitis is the inflamma¬ 
tion of the lining surrounding 
the spinal cord and brain. It is 
both a virus and a bacteria with 
different strains, some more 
serious than others. Bacterial 
however, is the more serious of 
the two. The disease can be 
contracted in a number of dif¬ 
ferent ways. Bacterial meningi¬ 
tis is passed through the sali¬ 
vary glands and can be caught 
by sharing cigarettes, drinking 
glasses, eating utensils and 
mouthpieces on musical instru¬ 
ments. Viral meningitis is 
passed the same way as well as 
through fecal matter. 

Symptoms for Viral 
Meningitis include fever, severe 
headache, and a stiff neck. For 
bacterial meningitis the symp¬ 


toms are rash, nausea, vomit¬ 
ing, a change in the level of 
consciousness, as well as feel¬ 
ing lethargic, confused and dis¬ 
orientated. Because the symp¬ 
toms greatly resemble the flu, 
many infected people often 
ignore the symptoms which 
according to Dr. Quattrocchi, is 
part of the problem. “Part of the 
confusion,” she states, “is peo¬ 
ple don’t understand the dis¬ 
ease.” 

Freshmen are at a higher risk 
of catching the disease. A study 
done by the Centers for Disease 
Control (CDC), shows that 60% 
of all college students affected 
nationwide were freshmen liv¬ 
ing on campus. The reason for 
this being that freshmen are in 
close quarters with new people 
in a new environment and have 
possibly never been in contact 
with the disease. 

In order to prevent them¬ 
selves from catching 
Meningitis, students should 
avoid direct contact with nasal 
and oral secretions of others, 
wash their hands frequently. 

Get lots of sleep and exercise, 
and not smoke or drink heavily. 
A vaccine, though not yet on 
campus, is available and stu¬ 
dents are encouraged to receive 
the vaccine as a precautionary 
measure. Also students who 
have been vaccinated and have 
come in contact with someone 
who is infected should receive 
the recommended anti-biotic.

borrow enough money for con¬ 
struction of the center was 
passed. 

Under the existing law, for a 
capital project the university 
could only borrow $5 million 
from the Health and State 
Finance Authority. The existing 
law was amended allowing the 
school to borrow an additional 
$4 million for a total of $9 mil¬ 
lion. State bonds will make up 
the additional $5 million to 
round the project’s cost at $14 
million. 

Construction on the center 
will begin spring semester this 
year and is hoped to be fin¬ 
ished by Fall of 2001.

Classes here at Umass-Lowell 
require a great deal of hard 
work and dedication; therefore, 
one may assume days are con¬ 
sumed of studying and home¬ 
work, yet a great number of stu¬ 
dents here have part time jobs. 

Of students interviewed, a 
large proportion of them work 
part time and are happy with 
their decision to juggle work 
and school together. Kim, a 
junior here at Umass Lowell 
says, “I work 20-25 hours a 
week and I think it’s necessary 
for me. Granted, it’s not easy 
doing home work, going to 
school, etc., but I need 
money... it’s that simple.” 
Another student agrees. “I have 
weeks where homework occu¬ 
pies all of my time, and then 
there are weeks that are quiet so 
I have time to work.

The majority of students 
interviewed that were engaging 
in part time work were com¬ 
muters.

LOWELL, MA (Nov. 18, 
1999) - The University of 
Massachusetts Lowell men’s 
basketball team was chosen to 
place fourth in the New England 
Collegiate Conference 
Preseason Coaches Poll, 
released Thursday afternoon. 

Senior David Shabsels 
(Brooklyn, NY/Berkeley 
Carroll) and sophomore Eyal 
Leib (Haifa, Israel/Haifa 
University) were each named to 
the Preseason All-Star Second 
Team. 

New Hampshire College, 
which finished with a 20-9 
record last year (14-4 in the 


NECC), was picked to finish 
first with four first-place votes, 
followed by Franklin Pierce (18-

Southern Connecticut 
received two first place votes 
while UMass Lowell, Franklin 
Pierce and Binghamton each 
received one. 

“The top three teams have 
everyone back, and they all had 
good years,’’ said UML Head 
Coach Gary Manchel, who will 
begin his eighth season Saturday 
when the River Hawks visit 
Southampton. “Binghamton is 
very tough, especially at home 


and New Haven always comes 
to play.

Shabsels, a 6-foot-4 guard, led 
the River Hawks in scoring last 
season with 11.7 points per 
game and is expected to be 
among UML’s top contributors. 
Leib, a 6-2 guard, posted aver¬ 
ages of 10.6 points 4.7 rebounds 
and 4.4 assists while shooting 
.419 from 3-point range and 
.785 from the free throw line. 

Leib was among NECC lead¬ 
ers in four categories last sea¬ 
son, including steals (2.8, first) 
assists (fourth), 3-point field 
goal accuracy (fifth) and free 
throw accuracy (fifth). 

The River Hawks return all 
five starters from last year’s 
team that finished 12-16 overall 
and 9-9 in the NECC.

Women’s Bball: UML Earns High Billing

Raspopovic, Ouellette, Cox 
Named Preseason All-Stars 

LOWELL, MA (Nov. 17, 
1999) - The University of 
Massachusetts Lowell women’s 
basketball team was chosen to 
place second in the New 
England Collegiate Conference 
(NECC) Preseason Coaches 
Poll, released Wednesday after¬ 


noon. 

Three players were voted to 
the Preseason All-Star teams, 
including junior forward 
Miroslava Raspopovic 
(Belgrade, Yugoslavia/XII 
Beogradska), named to the first 
team; along with senior guard 
Jessica Ouellette (Pembroke, 
NH/Pembroke Academy) and 
senior forward Aliya Cox 
(Middletown, CT/Middletown), 
each named to the second team. 

“I think the conference is 
going to be very good this year, 1 


said coach Kathy O’Neil, in her 
15th season. “I don’t place very 
much stock in preseason polls.” 

Binghamton (26-3 last year), 
which earned all nine first-place 
votes, was chosen first. 

However, the defending NECC 
champions will not be eligible 
for the NECC Tournament or the 
NCAA Tournament this season 
since they will enter the 
Division I ranks next year. 

The University of New Haven 
(15-12 last year) was selected 
third while Franklin Pierce 


College (22-7), regular season 
co-champions with Binghamton 
last year, was chosen fourth. 
Southern Connecticut (17-10) 
was voted fifth. New Hampshire 
College (0-27) sixth, Bridgeport 
(9-17) and Felician seventh, and 
Teikyo Post ninth. 

Raspopovic, an All-NECC 
Second Team choice last year, is 
coming off a season in which 
she averaged 14.4 points and 7.6 
rebounds while shooting .509 
from the floor. The 6-foot-2 
player was among NECC lead¬ 


ers in all three categories. 

The 5-8 Ouellette was among 
the top NECC long distance 
threats a year ago, hitting .453 
of her shots from 3-point range 
en route to 10.4 points per game 
She was also among Conference 
leaders in free throw accuracy 
(.857). 

Cox, a 5-10 forward, posted 
averages of 10.4 points and 4.1 
rebounds per game last season.
